Cabinet

The Cabinet yesterday concluded 
its review of the economic situation 
it began a fortnight ago. 

Heatth Minister Victor Shemtov 
came out against a policy of creat- 
ing unemployment, opposing the 

by Prof. Michael Bruno 
to cut investments and subsidies, 
He stated that selective welfare 
schemes ghould also be increased 
next year. In order to finance these 
expenditures, Shemtov proposed the 
imposition of a capital tax on ail 
financial assets. . 

“This amounts to a socialist re- 
volution,” replied Minister of Hous- 
ing Avraham Ofer, rejecting any 
such form of nationalization. He 
demanded that the government not 
reduce the housing budget and not 
continue the policy of limiting con- 
struction. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg also 
opposed ‘the capital tax advocated 
by Shemtov. He eaid that such a 
tax will canse an outflow of foreign 
capital. 

Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
urged the Cabinet not to cut defence 
expenditures. He referred to the 
Treasury's suggestion to cut 
1Z.1,000m. from the 11.35,000m. de- 
fence budget of 1976 and the 
1L150m. which it demands to be 
cut this year. 

Summing up the discussion, Prime 
Minister Rabin, called on Cabinet 
members to refrain from comment- 
ing on the budget as long as the 
Cabinet's stand has not been de- 
termined. “An overall economic plan 
incorporating the aims which we 
propose, is what is needed in the 
present,” Rabin said.

of the U.S.A., in honour of Inter- 
national Women's Year.

Gandhi herself was the winner), 
Iran, the Philippines and Iraq. 
“Not only am I excited about the 
prize: but so it seems, is everyone 
else,” Miss Sharni said when we met 
recently. ‘If money can be found to 
send me to the ceremony in Chicago 


- on November 6, I think the trip will - 


turn out to be.of political and social 
importance to Israel. Certainly I ex- 
pect some insults and arguments, 
but I’m ready for that.”

‘programme. “But if they want to 
learn it,"" Miss Sharni had .com- 
mented then, “we encourage it." 

During our recent meeting, she 
mentioned the deeper implications 
of what I saw that day. ‘‘When you 
work with these women and try to 
prove to them that they, too, matter 
85 individuals whose thoughts and 


᾿ feelings mean something, they begin 


to be more open-minded and less 
defensive about new things.’ Of - 
course, part of the motivation is the 
desire to help their children; but 
they also want more independence - 
and control over their own lives." 
I asked Miss Sharni what she 
means by saying that her 
programme, as opposed to other 
work with mothers, focuses on the 
woman as ἃ woman aud not only on 
her role as mother. After all, 1 
pointed out, most group sessions are 
devoted to discussions with psy- 
echologists, nurses and other 
professionals on problems of child 
care — from bed-wetting to relations 
between children, parents and 
teachers. ‘Of course, you have to 
start with the here and now, with the 
which bother these women, 
and, that, first and’ foremost, is 
child-rearing. 
“But we also try to help women 
express their feelings and opinions,

On the long ride back to Tel Aviv, 
Miss Sharni-had told me about her 
visit in Rosh Ha'ayin when she talk- 
ed to the group about sex. ‘‘At first, 
they were so embarrassed that they 
couldn't even meet my eyes. Even- 
tually, they began to open up to the 
subject and to talk freely. One 
woman said she had no idea where 
the baby comes from: until her 
first time-in the delivery room... The 
next week every woman in Rosh 
Ha‘ayin came to the group meeting 
— word had gotten around." 


SO FAR, Miss Sharni has done three 
research projects: the first, on 
characteristics of that population 
composed mostly of Moroccan and 
Yemenite women. ‘I found that they 
were very low in self-esteem, were 
generally,passive and had no faith in 
their ability.” 

This, I pointed out, is rather ob- 
vious — is the time and expense of 
psychological] research on such sub- 
jects really worthwhile? 

“We have been assuming too 
many things for too long. It's time 
we examined our assumptions. For 
example, too many people thought 
for too long that nothing at all could 
be accomplished with such women, 
an assumption which has turned out 
to be baseless... 

“‘In my second project, which 1 did 
together with Dr. Mordechai 
Avraham of the Hebrew University, 
my doctoral studies adviser, we 
found that dependence is the chief 
defence mechanism of these 
women.” 

But didn't you expect that? I ask- 
ed. Their whole family structure and 
culture fosters dependence, doesn't 
it? 

‘That may be one of the ex- 
planations; but the fact is that we 
had expected projection to be the 
chief defence mechanism. In other. 
words, we expected the women to: 
blame others for their troubles. 

“This second project, by the way, 
delved into the women's inner 
selves, and Dr. Avraham, and I were 
both surprised that not only did they 
not resent personal and probing 
questions, but actually seemed to 
take it as a compliment. It is the first 
time anyone took an interest in their 
feelings.”” 

The third research project is now 
in progress and will be Miss Sharni’s 
doctoral dissertation. It deals with 
changes which have occurred as a 
result of the group work: the 
‘women's new interest in the world 


‘ around them, including active. par- 


ticlpation in community life, ia one 
important example. 


I ASKED Miss Sharni why a psy- 
chologist from an Oriental 
background isn't coordinating this 
project. “It isn't that somebody 
wanted to and was prevented from 
doing so. The sad fact 15 that there 
διὰ not that many psychologists in- 
terested in this kind of work. It's 
mauch easier te work in a mental 
health clinic than to run around the 
country on a project like this. I also 
get the feeling that many psy- 
chologists from: Oriental 
backgrounds are uncomfortable 
with the idea that their sisters, so to 
speak, are so primitive. There is no 
great desire to do this type of work.”

Allon, in Holland, warns 
of anti-Semitism revival 


AMSTERDAM (Reuter). — Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon yesterday con. 
demned as anti-Semitic a i 
United Nations resolution equating 
Zionism with racism, and said it 
was aimed at legitimizing aggres- 
Sion against Israel. 

Mr. Allon, on a four-day official 
visit to Holland, was speaking at 
@ ceremony here during which he 


. presented awards of honour to 37 


Dutchmen who helped to save the 
lives of Jews ἷ the German 
occupation of Holland in World War 
Two. 


“Anti-Zioniam is but a euphemism 
for anti-Semitism,” he said 
, Mr. Allon noted that yesterday 
was the 20th anniversary of the li- 
beration of the survivors of the ma. 
jor Nazi extermination camps, and 
declared that “the Jewish people will 
not tolerate a revival of the cancer 
of’ anti-Semitism.” 

He was referring to the UN re- 
solution, proposed by Arab countries, 
which condemns Zionism as a form 
of racism. The resolution adopted 
last month by the General Assem- 
bly’s Social Committee is likely to 
come up in plenary session this 
week. 


“It is painful to me to see a group 


of nations, many of whom were re- 
cently liberated from colonial rule, 
deriding one of the most noble libe~- 
ration movements of this century,” 
he said. 

The Zionist movement, he said, 
had encouraged and given an exam- 
ple to peoples i for inde- 
pendence. “It also actively aided 
many of them during their period of 
preparation for imdependence and 
immediately thereafter,” Mr. Allon 
added. 


NAZIS SUCCEEDED ὴ 
The Minister said that the Nazis 
had partly succeeded in winning over 
both peoples and governments be- 
yond their borders to anti-Semitism. 
“I wonder whether we can all be 
sure, in clear conscience, that to 
this day there are no people and no

Advice from those who stayed behind 
Vietnamese refugees 


warned not to return 


BANGKOK (UPI). — An Amer- 
ican serviceman, who abandoned 
hig army career rather than 
leave his family, said yesterday 
that his Vietnamese friends have 
told him to warn refugees who 
fled South Vietnam not to re- 
turn. 

Vito Baker, 27, of Honolulu, ar- 
rived in Thailand on Friday with 
his common-law wife and three 
children from South Vietnam. He 
hed been there since 1963. 

Baker, whose slight, dark build 
and colloquial Vietnamese enable 
him to pass ag a native, said in 
an interview yesterday that his 
friends warned other Vietnamese 
not to come back home. 

“When my Vietmamese friends 
found I was leaving Vietnam, they 
told me: “ell Vietmamese who have 
left not to come back or they 
will die’," Baker said. “Tt doesn’t 
mean they will be killed but that 
they will die of starvation.” 

Baker said life is hard in South 
Vietnam at present for people who 
have no particular job “They'll 
get a job carrying rice or doing 


road work for a few days at a grin. 


time and often won't get paid. 


They're told to come back the 
next month for their money, and 
then the next month and finally 
give up — no money, no food." 

He agreed with his Vietnamese 
friends who warned refugees not 
to go back. ‘There’s just not 
enough food,” he sald but added 
he did not know why. 

Baker said a truck driver had 
told him “people in Hue (the pro- 
vineial capital), eat one bowl of 
rice per day, plus whatever greens 
and roots they can find,‘or fish 
when the river is high.” 

Baker 15 staying with his family 
at a hotel in Bangkok until U.S. 
officials can for their re- 
turn’ to the U.S. “hopefully early 
this week,” Baker said. 

He said he decided to “go awol" 
(absence without leave) from the 
Army when he received his plane 
ticket home in 1972 and realized 
that the U.S. authorities would not 
let his family go with him. 

He has no idea what awaits 
him back in the U.S. But he says 
he'll take whatever ig coming. “I'm 
happy now," he said with a big

began criticizing Patty's legal 
strategy. She told Patty that she 
wanted her to see Susan Jordan, a 
radica) attorney then representing 
Emily.

She no longer 
wanted her future directly tied to the 
Harrises. Their argument grew so 
Youd that matrons rushed over to in- 
vestigate. 

Thst night, the Harrises were 
secretly flown south under heavy 
guard to the Los Angeles County 
Jail. There was still one more 
message from Emily: a tape- 
recorded communique was played to 
the national media by her Los 
Angeles lawyer, in which Emily 
charged the Hearsts and Patty's 
lawyers with “brainwashing”’ Tania. 

Patty's response was to the point:

Patty just smiled, as if to say, 
“Catherine will never change.” 

In general, her visitors felt that 
she was only as depressed as anyone 
would be, stuck in a holding cell 
with the barest sunlight and isolated 
from other inmates. 

“I'm doing my best to keep my 
spirits up and stay amused," she told 
them. “But some days it seems like I 
just don't care at all about what 
happens tomorrow." 

She said she held no grudges 
against the Harrises and remained 
close to at least two of her un- 
derground comrades — Steve Soliah 
and Wendy Yoshimura. 

She is in love with Steve and keeps 
in touch through handwritten letters 
smuggled back and forth between 
their jails. (Steven Weed has not 


-- seen Patty; and she-does not want to 


see him, ‘not while I'm in here."’) 
Asher‘parents were leaving after 
one jail visit, a bystander asked ifhe 
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could peek through the door at Patty. 
Randolph shrugged, unwilling to 
cause a confrontation. But Catherine 
grabbed at the man and yelled, 
“This isn't a zoo. Patty isn't an 
animal in a cage." 

In a sudden flourish the man's 
wife interrupted and rushed past the 
jail door. “I'll look at her if I want," 
the woman said defiantly. “She's a 
public figure now. There's nothing 
you can do about that.” 


TWO YEARS AFTER its birth, the 
SLA is in ruins, its members either 
dead or facing long years of confine- 
ment. The survivors have come full 
circle — from the prison reform 
movement to imprisonment

policeman who arrested them. 
+ Officially, Jack and Micki Scott 
are still under Investigation for har- 
bouring the SLA fugitives. But the 
FBI hasn't come up with enough 
legally admissible evidence to indict 
them. So Jack and Micki — who got 
involved with the SLA to write ἃ book 
— may not spend any time behind 
bars. That would leave the Scotts 
free to resume writing other books 
that they abandoned to meet Patty 
Hearst and the Harrises, or at least 
sell Jack's book on the SLA. : 
Jack's brother Walter is down on 
his tuck again. But he isn't hoping for 
any loans from Jack this time, The 
last time the two brothers met wag in 
Las Vegas shortly after the capture. 
That same eveuing Walter showed 
up at a police station saying he wag 
an. FBI informant and that his 
brother Jack had beaten him up. 
Police shrugged and arrested Waiter 
for an outstanding traffic warrant. 
He has since jumped his §50 bai! and 
his current whereabouts are un- 
‘known. 


Wendy Yoshimura is awaiting 

trial on a 1972 charge that she was 
seen visiting a garage containing ex- 
plosives later used to bomb a 
building in Berkeley. She lived with 
the SLA fugitives in the summer of 
1974 and again in the summer of 
1975 but apparently took part in no 
crimes. Even if she is convicted on 
the explosives charge, she is not ex- 
pected to receive a long prison term. 
* Steve Soliah Is being held in the 
San Francisco City Jail on charges 
he harboured Patty Hearst. He has 
not seen her since the day of the cap- 
ture. Fellow inmates have begun 
asking him for favours, figuring that 
as Patty's boyfriend he must have 
influence somewhere. 

ΤῈ Soliah's worst crime is that he 
sheltered his girlfriend, then he 
almost certainly will not go to 
prison. But he also is under in- 
vestigation for the Carmichael Bank - 
robbery where a woman was killed 
— a crime that carries the death 
penalty. 

Kathy Soliah and boyfriend James 
Kilgore have disappeared into the 
underground. A warrant for 
Kilgore’s arrest has reportedly been 
issued.

Op aout os ae en RTe NADY, end 
year. Both Randolph and Patty 
prefer that to her becoming a 
prosecution witness — a move Ran- 
‘dolph fears would put Patty on an un- 
derground ‘‘hit'’ list. Patty's 
lawyers are preparing one basic 
defence they hope to use at all her 
trials. The gist of Patty’s defence 
will probably be that the SLA plan- 
ned both the Hibernia and Carmichael 
bank robberies — not for money but 
to weld Patty closer to the SLA. 

Two years ago the SLA announced 
itself as a revolutionary vanguard. 
Today the SLA'’s members are all 
either dead or behind bars. When 
similar groups have popped up in 
other societies in times of social up- 
heaval, history has judged them not 
as revolutionaries but as terrorists. 

By its own standards the SLA fail- 
ed. It attempted to scare the rich and 
powerful but managed instead to 
seare the American people. And 
history had no record of a people who 
have been frightened into making a 
revolution.

. Yesulted in a complete failure. The 
machine which was developed was 
too big to achieve the necessary ac- 
curacy and precision. More recently, 
other efforts were made to build an 
automatic diamond polishing 
machine. The Soviets are said to be 
successful in this field. However, the 
Soviet diamond industry is shrouded 
in secrecy and the only revea)- 
ed to the West is the picture of the 
outside of a sizable factory, said to 
be a diamond polishing plant. Weil 
polished diamonds of Russian 
manufacture are sold in Antwerp 
and in Frankfurt. Experts bdelleve 
that these gems are not polished in 
the usual way. It is rumoured that 
much valuable raw material is lost 
in order to obtain these diamonds of 
fine quality. 

Prof. Y. Yarnitzk] of the Haifa 
Technion recently developed an 
automatic machine that is able to

The Piermatic does not waste cost- 
ly roughs. The machine is especially 
suitable for the diamonds in which 
the Israc] industry specializes, the 
small brilliants or so-called metees, 
and other smal) stones, the Inventor 
says, 

Plermatic Machines Ltd., a 
London-based company, has 
therefore established an exhibition 
and training centre in Ramat-Gan, 
near the Diamond Exchange Tower. 

The Piermatic signifies a transi- 
tion from handicraft to industry. 
Thus the manager of a Piermatic 
diamond plant must not only be a 
precious stone expert, but also a 
capable organizer who can lead a 
team. He is responsible for the 
preparation of the roughs for the 
Piermatic and should be able to 
organize an almost constant flow of 
goods to the machines to obtain op- 
imum output.

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Young Iranians 
go West—and 
stay there

TEHERAN (Ofns!. — 
WHAT WOULD YOU dao if you were 
a newly graduated Iranian doctor 
with a German wife? Stay in Ger- 
many and practise there — or obey 
his Majesty the Shah of Tran‘s 
trumpet call and ga home to aid a 
developing country which is, after 
all, your own? 

Iran's brain-drain is one of the 
serious problems the Shah faces as 
he tries ta get Iranians, admittedly 
with the assistance of an army of 
foreign technicians and advisers, 
mostly American, to pull themselves 
up by their boot-straps. 

A youngish Iranian surgeon I met 
the other day had taken his German 
wife to a private party in the smarter 
northern suburb of Teheran. Whisky 
flowed, a fine buffet supper even: 
tually appeared, In a corner a three- 
man Persian string orchestra twang- 
ed out traditional music and young 
Persians danced the graceful. 
floating dances of Iran. "I don't see 
how we can come back 
here,’ the doctor said. ‘‘There aren't 
enough hospitals τοὶ." 

But surely, there is something this 
trained man can do to help Iran? The 
real trouble seems to be threefold. 
Money. puiitics, ar marriage keep 
Iranians away from home. General- 
ly, even now. salaries are better 
abroad. If they are not, one or both of 
the other factors come into play. 

Polities, too, plays a role. No one 

quite knows how many students 
refuse to come back to Iran because 
of the constricted political at- 
mosphere here. Some are active in 
anti-Shah campaigns in Europe 
already and they have a shrewd idea 
that the Iranian secret police have 
their names in dossiers in Teheran. 
Indeed, Iranian embassies abroad 
have departments specifically 
devoted to seeing what Iranlan 
students get up to, They are run by 
Savak, the American-trained securi- 
ty service which also controls the 
Passport Department in Lran. It is 
not easy to slip through that net. 
It seems that 60 per cent is the 
commonest estimate — they vary 
widely — of the percentage of 
students who fail to return to Iran 
trom studies abroad. Iran — already 
in a moderately good state of ad- 
vancement relative to most develop- 
ing countries — is engaged in a stu- 
pendous development drive costing 
billions of dollars annually. New 
towns and industries of all kinds are 
transforming this huge, mostly 
desert and mountain country. 

The Shah, with unchallengeable 
power, has not adopted the ploy of 
several other authoritarian rulers — 
mostly of nationalist, socialist States 
like Algeria, but of kingdoms like 
Morocco as well — of obliging doc- 
tors to return and serve for two 
years in villages and small towns 
before joining the smart scrimmage 
of practitioners in the capital.

Pianist’s 
extraordinary 
performance 


THE SECOND PROGRAMME of the 
1LP.0.'s 2nd subseription concert 
(Tel Aviv, Mann Auditorium, 
November 3), with Jacques Delacote 
conducting, included two new items: 
Haydn's Symphony No. 85 in B-flat 
Major and Bartok's Piano Concerto 
No. 2. The third item, the Frank 
Symphony, waa a repetition. 

Mr. Delacote's interpretations are 
@ product of the limits of his artistic 
Personality. He prefers to remain 
secluded within the secure boun- 
aries of so called stylistic authen- 
ticity and objectivity rather than 
Speak out more personally and im- 
aginatively. Haydn sounded closed 
within a small world where 
everything seemed in good order, ex- 
actly done, according to instruc- 
tions. Musically there was little to 
enjoy. J 

The concert was saved by the ex- 
traordinary pianist Cristoph Eschen- 
bach, who gave us an outstanding 
performance of the concerto. 
Technically impeccable, he is driven 
by ἃ great inner strength and convie- 
tion. The more subtle and intimate 
side of his personality seems in- 
credibly fastidious. Eschenbach 
magnificently conceptualized Bar- 
tok's dual world: the elemental force 
of pounding rhythm and dissonant 
harmony on the one hand and on the 
other the lyricism of deeply ex- 
Pressive melody. 

The orchestral part, however, 
although seemingly exact and 
rhythmically wel) coordinated lack- 
ed strength and conviction. Thus the 
concerto’s immense potential, 


despite Eschenbach'’s splendid 
achievement, did not fully 
materialize.

AT A CONCERT at the Tel Aviv 
Museum (November 4), we made 
the i of another new im- 
migrant artist from the Soviet 
Union, violinist Moti Shmit.

FRAQ's behaviour in the matter of the unfortunate Dutch Jew 
Alexander Aaronson Has been as savagely cruel as it has 
been bizarre. ᾿ ‘ Ἶ 

In flagrant disregard of the normal processes of justice and 
diplomacy — and in vicious contempt for the feelings of the 
man’s family. — the official Iraqi news agency peremptorily 
announced last week that Aaronson had been executed. 

Following vigorous representations by the Dutch government, 
Iraqi officials in Baghdad and diplomats in The Hague, com- 
pounding the callousness, nonchalantly disclosed that he was 
alive after all. : Ν 

Hopefully more substantial proof of Aaronson’s welfare will 
soon be made available to his country’s representatives in 
Baghdad. 

Israel's Foreign Minister Yigal Allon has denied that Aaron- 
son had any connection with Israeli intelligence, and those 
who know him confirm that the very suspicion is untenable. 
He is a man who has devoted his life — in Lambarene with 
Dr. Schweitzer, in Biafra, in Kurdistan — to helping the 
oppressed. : 

Had it not been for Holland’s energetic protestations, it is 
fair to assume, or at least to fear, that Aaronson would indeed 
have ended his life on an Iraqi gallows. Hangings which are 
no more than lynchings are not an uncommon occurrence in 
Baghdad, where such events — particularly if the victims were 
Jews — were recently considered public spectacles. 

Holland has once again proved itself a bastion of justice 
and right, and a spirited defender of the rights of its citizens, 
among them ita Jewish citizens. a 

Traq has also acted true to form. The brutality of the regime, 
which itself rests on the support of a minority — the Sunnis 
— in crushing other minorities, is matched by its brutality in 
this instance towards an individual, his family and his country. 

All that can be hoped is that there is a vestige of decency 
and mercy in Baghdad that will bring about Aaronson’s prompt 
release and repatriation. 


The tie that binds 


ISRAEL is playing host this week to two large American 
Jewish leadership groups, each of which reflects some new 
ideas on ways of strengthening the links with Israel. : 

The Histadrut Foundation in the U.S. opens a three-day 
solidarity conference in Tel Aviv tonight with more than 700 
participants. The delegates are all what is termed in the U.S. 
as “senior citizens.” They are participating in a special scheme 
initiated by the Foundation to provide housing mortgages for 
young couples in Israel. The programme makes it possible for 
individuals, many retired and with modest incomes, to partici- 
pate and in this way reaches out toward the “grass roots” of 
American Jewry. 

The USA, on the other hand, has brought a large delegation 
of young men and women, calling themselves “Koah," to see 
Israel and its problems at first hand. This is a group which 
will be taking over increasing communal responsibilities and 
provide the leadership of the future. 

The delegations are vivid evidence that American Jewry’s 
commitment to Israel has no generation gap. 
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THE RE-ESTABLISHMENT of 
the Jewish State, like Jewish ex- 
istence in the Diaspora, is ἃ un- 
ique phenomenon in world 
history. And the revival of 
Jewish statehood provides a key 
to the understanding of the rid- 
dle of Jewish existence in the 
Diaspora. 


The Jewish State was re-" 


established at a time when the 
Jewish People tn the Diaspora 
was not united in its national 
consciousness or in its self- 
conception as a religious entity. 
But there is no doubt that 
without the forces that sustained 
Jewry in the Diaspora, there 
would have been no State of 
Israel. Israel was not establish- 
ed by a conquering and coloniz- 
ing power, and not by a con- 
quered and cccupied nation 
throwing off the yoke of foreign 
rule. The State of Israel was 
born in a vision. 3 

It was from the vision of 
Messianic Redemption, and the 
powerful spiritua] and emotional 
link to the ancestral homeland 
and the Hebrew language, that 
the Jewish People — scattered 
as it was throughout the world 
over so many centuries — drew 
the strength to withstand all the 
vicissitudes of Exile and to sus- 
tain itself till the national 
restoration came. 

To ignore the centrality’of the 
vision of Messianic Redemption 
to the uniqueness of the Jewish 
People is to fail to see the es- 
sence of Jewish history and the 
cornerstone of the Jewish faith. 
The spiritual and political 
changes that the Jewish People 
underwent in the course of the 
millenia were also reflected in 
the changing texture and expres- 
sion of this vision in different 
times and places. But the kernel 
of the vision was always there, 
and we see its first flowering in 
the State of Israel. 

The Jewish ethos — the 
Jewish People’s religious, 
ethical and national ethos — 
always combined distinctive and 
distinguishing particularistic 
elements with broad univer- 
salistic elements. The supreme 
expression of this synthesis is 
the vision of Messianic Redemp- 
tion: the dream of the Jewish 
Prophets and teachers was a 
dream of the total national 
redemption of the Jewish People 
in its land combined with the es- 
tablishment ofthe reign of 


peace, justice and equality for 


all people and nations. 


TODAY MORE THAN EVER we 
see how interdependent nations 
are: not even the greatest super- 
powers can exist in total isola- 
tion from the world. Divided as 
the world is, it is one world; and 
despite all the intense rivalries 
between nations, the 
achievements of science and 
technology, especially in the 


field of communications, are ~ 


making it increasingly one in- 
terdependent world. Thus, there 
can be no Jewish redemption, no 
peace and security for the 
Jewish People, without world 
redemption, without peace, 
security and equality for all 
nations. This is why the Jewish 
Prophets and teachers do not 


speak of unconditional Jewish 
redemption but demand of their 
people that it be an ‘‘am 
segulah’'— an ‘‘exemplar- 
people.” Isaiah, who was mer- 
ciless in his chastisement of his 
people and of the world, said 
(Isaiah 13:11-12): ‘I will visit 
disaster upon the world and their 
due punishment upon the 
wicked; I will check the pride of 
the haughty and bring down the 
arrogance of the ruthless. I will 
make people scarcer than goid, 
human beings scarcer than the 
gold of Ophir’.’’ But he also said 
(42:6): ‘I, God, have sum- 
moned you in the name of 
righteousness, and taken you by 
the hand, and fashioned you and 
appointed you to be My 
convenant-people, a light to th 

nations’."’ 

This twin-theme of Jewish 
national redemption and Jewish 
exemplariness appears again 
and again in the Bible, the 
Apocrypha, the Talmud, the 
Jewish prayerbook, Hebrew 
poetry. Those two 19th-century 
conceivers of the Jewish State 
idea, Moses Hess and Theodor 
Herzl, also believed that it would 
be an exemplar-state. 

Of course, so long as religion 
was the dominant tone of Jewish 

~life, the ideas of Redemption and 
of being an exemplar-people, as 
well as Eretz Yisrael and the 
Hebrew language, were ali seen 
through the prism of religion. 
But in our days we have seen 
that the vision of Redemption, 
and the affinity to the Land and 
to Hebrew, do not necessarily 
depend on an affinity to tradition 
and Halacha. 

Not Herzl, not Hess, not 
Spinoza conceived the idea of the 
Jewish State. Over the centuries 
Jews prayed three times a day: 
“Sound a great horn to announce 
our liberation, and lift a banner 
to signal the ingathering of our 
‘exiles, and gather us in together 
from the four corners. of the 
earth,"" and ‘May we behold 
Your merciful return to Zion.” 
The sporadic return home of 
groups of Jews from various 
countries over the centuries, the 

visits of delegations from Eretz 
Yisrael] to various Diaspora 
lands, the different Messianic 
movements that sprung up from 
the time of the Destruction till 
the 18th century — all these were 
a living and concrete expression 
of the Jewish People's constant 
affinity to the homelarid and of 
its hope for national redemption.

Pollution in Eilat 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — At the beach behind La 
Creole Restaurant near the 
Aquasport Diving Centre at the 
Coral Beach of Eilat, a raw sewage 
outlet opens into the sea, carrying 
toilet wastes. These wastes have a 
foul and fetid smell, they spread out 
over a large area of water, and the 
area in which these wastes appear is 
covered by a thin film of oils. These 
disgusting conditions not only en- 
danger the health of the bathing 
tourists, they also cause irreversible 
damage to the unique coral habitat 
of the Nature Reserve area which 
begins only metres away. Tourist 
divers from the Aquasport Diving 
Centre complain of bad underwater 
visibility, which exists mainly 
because of the inflowing sewage. At 
this time, it is already possible to dis- 
tinguish the atrophying of the sea 
bottom. δ᾽ 
We regret to state that neither 
the authorities of the municipality of 
Bilat nor the Nature Reserve 
Authority appear to be willing to stop 
this pollution by repairing their 
sewage system. And this situation is 
not a new one. Some of the under- 
signed who are frequent visitors to 
Eilat recognized the development of 
this pollution as long ago as 
December 1974. 

We want to emphasize that the 
coral reef of the Nature Reserve in 
Bilat 15 an international diving site 
of great attraction.
